Qadhafi Gives Sadat Warning

PARIS, Aug. 31 (UPII.—The 
Libyan leader Col. Moamer 
Qadhafi said in an interview 
published today by Le Monde 
thet Egyptian President Anwar 
Sedat is “playing with fire’ by 
sending troop reinforcements to 
the Libyan frontler. 

In the latest exchange between 
the Arab neighbors, Col. Qadhafi 
said, “I do not know yet whether 
he is bluffing or not.

Be persists in concentrating his 
troops st the Libyan border 
although 1 repeatedly and tire- 
lessiy have told him I am willing 
to speak with him without any 
military or psychological con- 
straint,” Col. Qadhafj said.

Differences in Medical Care 
Revealed in U.S., U.K. Study

likely to make house calls than

Doctors in Britain also take 
greater care in obtaining com- 
Plete medical histories from their 
patients. But they give fewer 
complete physical examinations 
than U.S. doctors, who are more 
Ikely to hospitelize patients and 
order extensive laboratory tests. 

‘These differences show up in 
8 comparison of medical practices 
in Britain and the United States 
published in 2 recent issue of the 
British Medical Journal. 

The study shows that U.S. and 
British patients expect different 
types of medical care and that 
the American way, with its em- 
Phasis on detailed examinations 
and hospitalization, is more ex- 
pensive, 

The survey, which offered no 
conclusions on which system bet- 
ter serves the patient, pointed up 
major shortcomings in both coun~

Chemical Waste 
In U.S. Hospitals 
Blamed in Blasts 


ATLANTA, Aug. 31 {AP),—A 
worldwide warning has been {s- 
sued on use of a chemical that 
may have caused explosions in 
five medical institutions by react- 
ing with pipes in the plumbing 
system. 

The Center for Disease Contro! 
and the National Institute for 
Occupationa] Safety and Health 
said they sent warnings to.15,000 
hespitals and plumbing and trade 
associations, 

The warnings identified a 
chemical reagent, sodium azide, 
as the possible cause of blasts 
that have rocked three hospitals 
in the Los Angeles area and 
clinics in Washington and Penn- 
sylvania. The CDC said some 
injuries, but no deaths, have 
resulted. 

Sodium azide is injected into 


-blood to activate electronic blood- 


cell counters. Once tests are 
complete, the usual procedure has 
been to discard the blood—con- 
taining the sodium azide—into 
the hospital plumbing system. 

The CDC said tt believed the 
sodium azide reacted with lead, 
brass, copper or solder in the 
pipes and gradually formed lead 
or copper azide, both highly ex- 
Plosive substances.

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A Nuclear Taiwan? 


The US. intelligence system reports—

Or more of its nuclear power reactors into 
weapons-grade plutonium, A country with 
a stockpile of plutonium can quickly—under 
some conditions, even within days—build a 
bomb. This shreds the “safeguards” by 


“which the International Atomic Energy 


Agency seeks to prevent signatories of the 
Nuclear Nonproliferation Treaty (NPT), 
such as Taiwan, from diverting peaceful 
nuclear activities into bomb-making. Some 
details remain hazy. It ts unclear whether 
the spent fuel belng reprocessed comes 
from a reactor suppiied by Canada in 1989; 
the Canadians shifted their diplomatic ties 
to Peking in 1970 and thereby lost the ca- 
pacity to keep s close eye on “their” re- 
actor. The spent fuel might come from 
someplace else—in which case, if the fuel 
is not under safeguards, Taiwan has violated 
the NPT. Nor 15 it clear just what unsafe- 
guarded reprocessing facilities, beyond its 
US.-suppled “hot cell” research plant, 
Taiwan may have. What is known, how- 
ever, is troubling enough: The Repubilc of 
China could conceivably be on its way to 


becoming a nuclear power. 
* * Ok 


Why? In the face of Taiwan's denials, ane 
can only speculate that some Chinese offi- 
cials believe a nuclear capability to be pru- 
dent insurance against an uncertain future, 
in particular, against the uncertainties of 
future U.S. support. Some Chinese Nation- 
alist officials might argue—correctly, In our 
view—that if Taiwan were to break its 
word as a signatory of the NPT, it wouid 
jeopardize not just its vita! peaceful nuclear 
links with the United States but also its 
overall political tiles. Other Chinese offi- 
cials might respond that the United States 
would understand and perhaps even respect 
Talwan's concern for 118 own defense. One 
can imagine a tentative decision in Taiwan 
to move forward discreetly, waiting to see 
what the reaction of the United States, 
other interested nations and the Inter- 


national Atomic Energy Agency might be. 

In the relatively short time since signs 
of Talwan’s questionabie reprocessing activ- 
ity were detected, the United States has 
reportedly conveyed its urgent concern on 2 
political level and put a warning hold on 
the sale of two more nuclear power reac- 
tors. The LaEA is also said to be fully aware 
that its status and effectiveness as admin- 
istrator of the NPT hinge in large measure 
on its performance in this casé. Now that 
the matter has become public, the stakes 
are even higher. We think this is to the 
good. There may be limits to the extent 
to which the United States can press Tai- 
wan public:y without producing a Nation- 
alist backlash that would torpedo the non- 
proliferation cause. But the United States 
cannot afford to leave anywhere the im- 
Pression that is not really serious about 
halting the spread of nuclear weapons. In 
this particular case, a flabby stand could 
traumatize U.S. relations with Peking and 
with Tokyo alike. And U.S. efforts to limit 
proliferation elsewhere would be 4 shambles.

The impulses which may make a bomb 
seem attractive or even compelling to some 
officials on Taiwan are not, we would em- 
phasize, frivolous. Talwan looks across the 
Pacific at the United States, and back over 
its shoulder at Peking, and it 15 bound to 
wonder that its future holds. If the United 
States will not stand still while Taiwan 
builds its own bomb, then Taiwan has a 
strong claim on alternative security arran- 
gements based on clear political understand- 
ings in Washington, Peking and Taipel. By 
wise and patient diplomacy the United 
States has it within its power to provide 
such arrangements over the years of change 
in East Asia which He ahead ‘Those who 
would have the United States shift its diplo- 
matic allegiance forthwith from Taipel to 
Peking, by the way, would do well to bear 
in mind the Impetus to proliferation which 
such a switch would impart.

Life on Mars 


When Viking-1 was sent on its long jour- 
ney allegedly to look for life on Mars, there 
were few who took this goal seriously. In- 
deed, many viewed the exploit as a waste 
of the biilion dollars the project required. 

Even late last month, after the Viking-1 
lander had arrived on Mars and begun its 
planned explorations, it was easy to get 
estimates among scientists working on 
Viking that the odds against finding Nfe 
on Mars were at least i million to one. 

Now, all has changed Sensible people 
have stopped quoting long odds against 


finding life on Mars. Viking project sclen-— 


tists are actuaily urging the public to under- 
stand that there is yet no proof that life 
has been found on Mars, while they them- 
selves cannot entirely resist the temptation 
to wonder whether the impossible has not 
happened, whether the very first effort to 
detect Hfe on Mars has not been incredibly 
successful 

The reason for this remarkable reversal 
is that the instruments in the Viking land- 
er’s ingenious, compact laboratories have 
sent back the most improbable news. The 
blologists now concede that Martian soil is 
unexpectediy “active” They stress, how- 
ever, that the chemical tests sent to Mars 
to detect life could, under some circum- 


stances, be fooled by nonbiological factors. 
Moreover, the data obtained ap to now are 
in part seemingly contradictory. 

The fascinating mysteries posed by the 
first results of Viking’s blochemical experi- 
ments for the moment remain just that. 
All that is now clear is an appreciable pos- 
sibility that Martian life has been discover- 
ed, even if perhaps not life as inhabitanta 
of earth understand 10, 


Viking-1 will undoubtedly produce addi- 


‘tonal valuable results, but Viking-2 is al- 


ready circling Mars and this week will send 
down its lander. The issue is no longer a 
blind search for possible life on Mars, but 
rather checking whether life has actually 
been found there, and the area where that 
may have happened is well known. 

The need now 15 for a program to follow 
up the challenge of a historic triumph. The 
Viking Rover, a mobile machine that might 
cover many miles and make many tests, is 
the logical next step in the exp‘oration of 
Mars, Scientists used to call exoblology-— 
the study of nonearth life—a science in 
search of a subject. Now, there is ἃ real 
possibility—-though still no certainty—that 
exobiology may have found its first subject.

A new energy crisis with an oll-supply

But 
during 1977, the increased demand of ahout 
δ million barrels a day can be met only by 
the OPEC nations and. when political and 
technica] obstacles are studied, above all by 
Saudi Arabia. Without a Saudi decision to 


tt its 8.8-million-barrel-a-day production ,

8. world shortage and a steep OPEC price 
increase. 

In the past year, Saudi 4rabia has been 
a moderating force in OPEC and, at the 
Bali meeting in May, virtually imposed a 
price freeze for the rest of 1976. But with 
prosperity reviving in the industrial nations 
and other OPEC nations pressing for price 
rises, there can be no certainty about next 
year's policy. 

It ts up to the United States to try to 
influence the Saudi decision in the right 
direction.

NEw YOREK.-I am feeling well

A Hospital i in Chicago Which Makes House Calls 


By C.G. McDaniel 


HICAGO (AP)—Doctors w 

the United States may sel- 
dom make house calls these days, 
kut a Chicago hospital does. 

St. Anthony's Hospital, cperat- 
ed by the Franciscan Sisters of 
the Sacred Heart, is taking com- 
prehensive health care to high- 
rise public housing facilities 
where many ailing elderly live. 

A trip to the doctor or nurse 
becomes merely an elevator ride. 
or, if the patient js too ill, a 
nurse or doctor travels to the 
patient’s apartment. . 

The hospital, a 196-bed facility, 
has established clinics in one- 
bedroom apartments it rents for 
$80 a month in each of two near- 
by Chicago Housing Authority 
low-income buildings. 

A licensed practical nurse and 
an assistant are on duty all day 
five days a week. A-doctor comes 
in for two or three hours each 
day. 

And the patients—all 62 or old- 
et—never see a bill. If the cost 
is not covered by Medicare or 
Medicaid or private insurance, 
the care is free, underwritten by 
the hospital af a cost of more 
than $25,000 a year. 

Open to Others 

The clinics also are open to 
other. elderly residents of the 
community. 

Robert Hutchinson, hospital 
administrator, said that for the 
first time in their lives many of 


these low-income elderly citizens 
have continuity of health care. 
Each time they go to a clinic, 
they see the same doctor and are 
treated by him in the hospita] if 
necessary, he explained “We're 
trying to get away from the hard- 
bench concept,” he said, referring 
to long waits on emergency room 
benches to see the next available 
doctor. 

The clinics have moved well 
away from that concept. The 


care recelyed by his mostly La- 
tin American patients is evident 
in the medications some of them 
are taking when they first show 
up for treatment there. Some 
have been taking two ‘or three 
diuretics prescribed by two or 
three physicians, and one patient 
was taking 19 different drugs.
